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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: independent 
claims 1-4 are allowed because they all recite a novel, non-obvious loom restarting 
method. 

Faulty weft removal in weaving is known to cause minor weaving faults in the 
fabric due to various forces including variations in the beating up forces at the restarting 
of the loom after the faulty weft removal process. The instant invention in all 
independent claims require that after the weft removal process , the loom is angularly 
reversed to a position where the reed is not in contact with the fell of the fabric and then 
the loom is restarted. This angular reversal after removal and before restart ensures 
that the beating up force is as close as possible to the original beat up force, thereby 
minimizing weaving faults in the fabric due to variation in the beat up force. The general 
prior art practice is to restart the weaving process at shed closing position when the 
reed will be in contact with the fell of the fabric.
